Satisfactory  '  *  to  the  effect  that  business  condi- 
tions during  the  summer  were  not  all 
that  might  be  desired.  In  consequence,  there  was  some 
apprehension  in  the  colleges  as  to  whether  enrollments 
would  be  reduced  by  the  depression  to  the  point  of  dis- 
turbing the  delicate  equilibrium  of  operating  budgets. 
One  theory  advanced  (to  be  whistled  in  the  dark) 
pointed  out  that  in  hard  times,  when  jobs  are  scarce, 


parents  realize  more  than  ever  the  bread  and  butter 
value  of  college  training  and  will  make  even  greater 
sacrifices  to  secure  it  for  their  children. 

It  will  be  some  months  before  statistics  from  all  the 
colleges  are  available  to  substantiate  or  disprove  this 
contention.  At  Lehigh,  however,  the  enrollment  to 
date,  although  not  entirety  complete,  reveals  a  slight 
falling  off  in  the  three  upper  classes  which  is  compen- 
sated by  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  size  of  this 
year's  freshman  class.  Another  fact  revealed  by  regis- 
tration is  an  appreciable  increase  in  the  proportion  of 
engineers  among  the  new  men.  In  general,  the  enroll- 
ment this  year  will  be  substantially  the  same  as  last 
year,  with  a  total  for  the  University  of  slightly  over 
1500  students. 

And  there  seem  to  be  just  about  as  many  snappy 
roadsters  as  ever  winding  up  the  campus  drives. 


Summer  QPEAKING  of  the  roads  brings 

Improvements  up    the    two    major    improve- 

ments that  were  made  on  the  cam- 
pus during  the  summer.  All  main  roads  have  been 
widened,  rebuilt  and  provided  with  adequate  gutters 
and  drains.  About  $40,000  has  been  spent  on  this  work 
during  the  summer,  and  the  result  is  a  system  of  really 
fine  and  permanent  drives. 

Extensive  remodeling  was  also  carried  out  in  the 
Eckley  B.  Coxe  Mining  Laboratory  during  the  summer. 
While  the  exterior  of  the  building  remains  unchanged, 
inside  it  has  been  entirely  remodeled.  Much  of  the 
bulky,  and  somewhat  out-of-date  apparatus  that  for- 
merly occupied  the  main  laboratory  has  been  scrapped, 
and  the  space  thus  salvaged  has  been  converted  into 
laboratories  and  drafting  rooms.  The  new  arrange- 
ment gives  the  miners  greatly  improved  facilities. 


The  Lehigh     |N  HIS  inaugural  address  on  Alumni 
Family  Bay,  President  A.  C.  Dodson  of  the 

Alumni  Association  formulated  a 
schedule  of  objectives  toward  the  attainment  of  which 
the  Association's  efforts  this  year  will  be  directed.  One 
of  these  objectives,  which  met  with  general  approval, 
was  the  influencing  of  a  higher  proportion  of  sons  of 
alumni  to  choose  Lehigh  as  their  Alma  Mater. 

Seventy  of  this  year's  undergraduates  are  sons  of 
Lehigh  alumni.  Twenty-one  of  these  are  in  the  fresh- 
man class.  Three  of  the  boys  have  Lehigh  grand- 
fathers and  one  of  these,  James  S.  Cunningham,  '34, 
is  the  son  of  W.  H.  Cunningham,  '04,  whose  father 
was  J.  S.  Cunningham,  '79.  There  are  ninety-one  stu- 
dents whose  older  brothers  are  alumni.  Fifty-seven 
are  nephews  and  fifty-three  are  cousins  of  Lehigh  men. 
And,  "believe  it  or  not,"  James  E.  Anderson,  '33, 
takes  first  prize  in  this  Lehigh  relationship  contest  by 
being  the  only  student  whose  mother  is  a  Lehigh  grad- 
uate. Mrs.  Anderson,  a  Wellesley  woman,  received  the 
degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  1924.

INCOMPLETE  registration  tabulations 
indicate  that  the  enrollment  will  be 
substantially  the  same  as  last  year,  al- 
though the  entering  class  is  somewhat 
larger  -  President  Richards  addresses 
students  at  opening  exercises  and  in- 
troduces twenty  new  faculty  members 


BRIMMING  over  with  pep  and  glad  to  be  back, 
1500 .  students  took  possession  of  a  campus  that 
had  seemed  deserted  without  them,  and  Lehigh's 
sixty-fifth  academic  year  was  under  way  with  a 
bang.  Although  college  did  not  open  formally  until 
the  exercises  on  September  17,  freshman  week  and  foot- 
ball practice  brought  all  the  new  men  and  a  large  pro- 
portion of  the  upper  classmen  back  to  college  eight 
days  earlier. 

The  latest  enrollment  figures  from  the  registrar's 
office  indicate  that  this  year's  student  body  should 
number  slightly  in  excess  of  1500,  approximately  460 
of  whom  are  freshmen,  which  does  not  include  a  num- 
ber of  new  men  entering  with  advanced  standing.  The 
freshman  enrollment  is  larger  than  in  1929  and  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  more  than  three  hundred  of 
the  new  men  are  engineering  students,  which  is  the 
highest  number  in  several  years.  The  enrollment  in 
that  college  increased  at  the  expense  of  the  Arts  col- 
lege, which  showed  a  slight  decrease. 

In  his  address  to  the  student  body,  Px'esident  Rich- 
ards differentiated  between  education  and  training, 
pointing  out  that  education  involves  the  development 
of  an  individual's  capacity  to  think  as  a  preliminary 
to  action;  while  training  involves  the  development  and 
ability  to  act  without  much  thinking.  Each  is  an  essen- 
tial complement  to  the  other  in  the  useful  and  impor- 
tant member  of  society.  He  stressed  the  importance 
of  a  judicious  combination  of  education  and  training 
in  the  preparation  for  life,  with  training  strictly  sub- 
ordinated during  the  period  of  schooling,  since  train- 
ing is  more  effectively  acquired  by  actual,  rather  than 
theoretical,  experience.  Dr.  Richards  added  that  a 
man  who  finishes  his  college  career  without  being 
"educated"  is  unlikely  to  acquire  real  education  sub- 
sequently. 


QR.  RICHARDS  stressed  the  necessity  of  the  develop- 
ment of  cultural  values  while  in  the  process  of  ac- 
quiring knowledge,  declaring  that  the  preparation  for 
the  business  of  living  is  inadequate  without  such  an 
appreciation.  He  exhorted  the  undergraduates  start- 
ing on  their  college  career  to  develop  a  measure  of  re- 
finement and  an  appreciation  of  beauty  on  their  way 
through  college. 

Twenty  new  professors  and  instructors  have  been 
added  to  the  faculty.  A  number  of  new  graduate  as- 
sistants and  research  fellows  were  also  appointed. 
Heading  the  list  of  new  appointments  is  that  of  Clar- 
ence Hale  Sutherland,  as  Professor  of  Civil  Engineer- 
ing and  Head  of  the  Department  to  succeed  Prof. 
Ralph  J.  Fogg  who  resigned  to  enter  the  field  of  con- 
sulting engineering.    Prof.   Sutherland  holds  the  de- 


grees of  A.B.  from  Harvard  and  S.B.  from  M.  I.  T. 
He  had  been  Associate  Professor  of  Structural  Engi- 
neering at  M.  I.  T.  before  coming  to  Lehigh.

I  EHIGH  'S  Civil  Engineering  Department  now  de- 
1       serts  its  quarters  on  the  campus  each  June  and 

"™  moves  bag  and  baggage  to  a  new  site  on  a  small 
lake  in  the  Pocono  Mountains  near  Shawnee-on- 
Delaware,  about  fifty  miles  from  Bethlehem.  The  site 
was  formerly  a  farm,  and  the  headquarters  building, 
pictured  above,  was  a  large  barn  which  has  been  con- 
verted into  classrooms  and  dormitories.  The  first  floor 
is  equipped  for  instruction  purposes  and  drawing 
rooms.  The  old  hay  loft  has  been  made  into  light,  airy 
dormitories  while  the  former  stalls  have  been  replaced 
by  shower  baths  and  recreation  rooms.  The  new  site  is 
not  only  well  adapted  for  practice  surveys  but  is  close 
to  several  resorts,  affording  the  students  opportunity 
to  combine  a  vacation  with  the  required  work  in  sum- 
mer school. 


This  year 's  summer  sessions,  comprising  the  required 
courses  for  engineers  in  June  and  the  optional  courses 
in  July  and  August,  had  the  largest  attendance  in  sev- 
eral years — 467  students.  Of  this  number,  240  attended 
one  of  the  three  required  courses,  while  283  were  pres- 
ent for  the  optional  courses. 

Quite  in  contrast  to  the  regular  sessions  of  the  Uni- 
versity, the  summer  courses  are  conducted  at  a  profit. 
The  balance  sheet  for  this  past  summer  school  shows  a 
net  profit  of  $7,065.62,  more  than  half  of  which  was 
realized  on  the  required  courses.  The  greatest  profit 
naturally  accrued  in  those  courses  in  which  there  was 
the  largest  enrollment.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  in 
this  connection,  however,  that  virtually  the  sole  expense 
of  conducting  summer  courses  comprises  the  salaries 
of  faculty  members.

IN  THE  handsome  lobby  of  the 
James  Ward  Packard  Labora- 
tory of  Electrical  and  Mechani- 
cal Engineering,  workmen  are  now 
erecting  a  huge  plate  glass  cabi- 
net which  is  destined  to  be  the 
final  resting  place  of  Model  A/1, 
the  first  car  produced  by  the  Pack- 
ard Motor  Car  Co.,  in  1899,  when 
James  Ward  Packard,  '84,  was 
laying  the  foundations  of  the  great 
organization  that  bears  his  name.

The  old  car, 
still  in  excellent  mechanical  condi- 
tion, has  been  all  spruced  up  and 
is  now  on  its  way  to  Bethlehem,  to 
supply  the  finishing  touch  to  the 
building  given  "as  a  partial  pay- 
ment of  my  debt  to  Alma  Mater."

mores.  They  are  the  sons  of  my  boy- 
hood friend  "Lex"  Robb,  '00.

Hunoval,  who  was 
going  fine  until  hurt  last  year,  at  pres- 
ent rounds  out  the  quartet,  but  Harris, 
Reed  and  Jones  are  all  backs  of  experi- 
ence who  will  make  a  strong  bid  for 
a  first  string  job.    You  certainly  have 
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not  forgotten  Harris,  the  boy  who 
made  the  forward  passes  in  the  last 
quarter  of  the  Lafayette  game  two 
years  ago  which  resulted  in  two  touch- 
downs. Then  there  is  Klippert,  a  juni- 
or, who  looks  mighty  promising  this 
year.  Two  backs  from  last  year's  Frosh 
team,  Doering  and  VanderHorst  (son 
of  VanderHorst,  '91)  are  making  their 
presence  felt.  I  must  not  forget  Lamb, 
a  senior,  one  of  the  fastest  men  who 
ever   wore   a   football   suit  at   Lehigh. 

Another  possibility  is  Peck,  former 
Captain  at  Choate  School,  who  has 
been  working  all  summer  to  clear  up 
scholastic  deficiencies.  If  successful  in 
this  he  will  be  a  big  addition  to  the 
backfield.  He  is  a  sophomore  but  did 
not  go  out  for  the  freshman  football 
team. 

Well,  there  is  the  story.  Now  I  sup- 
pose you  want  a  prediction.  Well,  I 
guess  (I  won't  predict)  that  we  will 
win  at  least  six  out  of  our  nine  games. 
If  we  are  particularly  lucky  in  the 
matter  of  injuries  and  a  line  is  devel- 
oped which  can  give  our  backfield  real 
protection  every  team  on  our  schedule 
will  have  a  busy  afternoon  when  they 
meet  Lehigh.

The  soccer  squad  is  looking  forward  to 
another  successful  season  this  fall.

The  soccer  eleven,  again  coached  by

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New  Ruling  Penalizes  Living 
Croups  for  Poor  Grades 

Under  a  new  faculty  ruling,  any  or- 
ganized living  group  which  for  two  suc- 
cessive semesters  fails  to  attain  an  aver- 
age of  1.6  shall  be  denied  social  privi- 
leges. 

Under  the  new  rule  any  living  group 
which  is  below  a  1.6  average  for  two 
successive  semesters  will  be  denied 
social  privileges  for  the  next  succeeding 
semester  and  until  it  has  attained  a 
semester  group  average  of  1.6  or  better. 
The  first  living  groups  to  be  affected 
will  be  those  which  fall  below  the  re- 
quired standard  during  the  first  semes- 
ter of  the  academic  year,  1931-32.  In 
other  words  living  groups  will  be 
warned  in  February,  1931,  and  if  unsuc- 
cessful in  raising  their  scholastic  aver- 
age during  the  following  semester  to  1.6 
or  better,  will  be  deprived  of  social  priv- 
ileges beginning  in  September,  1931. 
This  will  mean  that  no  dinners,  ban- 
quets, dances  or  house  parties  may  be 
held  by  those  fraternities  placed  on  this 
scholastic  probation. 

The  critical  1.6  average  is  relatively 
lew,  being  the  faculty's  estimated  mini- 
mum of  "academic  respectability."  A 
perfect  average  (all  A's)  is  5.  Hereto- 
fore, only  the  lowest  4  or  5  living  groups 
have  fallen  below  1.6.

Dear  Liebig  : 

Your  circular  to  "Dear  Gang"  of  the  28th 
February  has  just  arrived.  From  the  envelope 
it  apparently  chased  me  around  South  Africa 
for  a  time  then  went  to  head  office  in  London, 
then  to  Buenos  Aires,  across  to  Valparaiso  and 
finally  came  to  a  full  stop  here  in  Potosi. 
Bolivia.    That  is  where  it  bumped  into  me. 

I  think  I  wrote  to  you  a  letter  or  two  a 
short  time  ago,  say  three  or  four  months,  say- 
ing I  was  coming  home  this  summer  and  pay 
my  class  dues  and  then  another  saying  I  was- 
n't. I  had  intended  spending  the  summer  in 
the  States  but  had  my  long  leave  cancelled  and 
got  short  orders  to  report  here.  I  left  South 
Africa  about  the  end  of  January,  went  to  Lon- 


don to  our  head  office,  took  a  flying  trip  over 
to  Paris  to  see  our  French  Directors  and  then 
headed  for  Buenos  Aires.  I  arrived  here  about 
the  beginning  of  April.  I  think  that  is  about 
all  in  the  travel  line. 

I  am  general  manager  of  the  above  company 
which  is  an  amalgamated  collection  of  about 
150  "mines  in  the  Potosi  Hill.  If  you  want  to 
know  anything  of  the  Cerro  de  Potosi  ask  Pro- 
fessor Miller.  I  think  he  has  written  some 
papers  on  it.  I  have  been  going  to  write  to 
him  and  ask  for  copies  of  his  paper  or  papers 
but  have  been  so  busy  trying  to  straighten 
things  out  from  a  practical  point  of  view  that 
I  haven't  had  time  to  worry  about  the  geologi- 
cal side  of  the  question  as  yet. 

My  family  consists  of  one  wife  and  one 
young  man  two  years  old  who  are  living  in 
Paris.    That  should  do  the  family  question. 

About  the  only  hobby  I  have  is  fishing  and 
I  am  making  darn  poor  headway  in  it  up  here 
on  the  top  of  the  Andees.  There  is  so  little 
oxygen  in  the  air  up  here  that  if  there  were 
any  fish  they  would  be  sitting  on  the  bank  of 
the  stream  gasping  for  air.  There  are  a  few 
fish  in  Lake  Titicaca  but  they  don't  grow  very 
big.  There  is  some  good  trout  fishing  in  the 
south  of  Chile  which  is  where  I'm  heading  for 
when  I  have  a  few  minutes  to  spare.  1  had  a 
game  of  golf  the  other  day  at  Lallagua,  the 
Patino  Mines,  where  they  have  enough  level 
land  to  make  a  course  and  enough  personnel 
to  make  a  game. 

I  haven't  met  a  Lehigh  man  for  about  five 
years.  I  got  a  letter  from  Rusty  Drant  the 
day  I  left  Africa  telling  me  Louis  Lacombe 
and  Herb  Leslie  were  in  Rio.  I  was  in  Rio  on 
a  Sunday  and  spent  the  day  trying  to  locate 
them  without  success  so  that  is  the  nearest  I 
have  been  to  any  of  our  own  for  some  time.

Our  Skipper,  Prof.  Eck- 
feldt,  was  a  Professor,  Miner  and  Friend  and 
if  ycu  couldn't  learn  mining  from  him  you 
were  not  cut  out  to  be  a  miner.  You  can  mark 
this  with  an  "X."  I  sincerely  hope  Lehigh 
hasn't  become  overgrown.  I  know  it  has  grown 
but  the  thing  is  to  keep  it  personal.  Personal- 
ity is  the  only  difference  between  a  Corres- 
pondence School  and  a  real  school.  You  can 
get  a  good  education  from  both  but  there  is 
something  you  can  get  from  the  one  that  the 
other  cannot  give  you. 

If  there  is  anything  else  you  would  like  to 
knew,  shoot,  as  you  put  it.  I  hope  to  get  home 
in  the  summer  of  1930.  but  as  I  have  been  16 
years  trying  to  get  back  I  do  not  know  how 
my  luck  will  be  next  summer.  Give  my  best 
regards  to  any  of  the  boys  that  you  happen  to 
meet.  Where  is  Eck  Goyne  and  what  is  he 
doing.  Incidentally,  let  me  knew  what  I  owe 
you  again  and  I'll  see  if  I  can  manage  to  get 
it  to  you.  I  have  been  letting  it  slide  to 
liquidate  when  I  get  -back  home  but  as  I  do 
not  seem  to  get  any  nearer  it  might  be  better 
that  I  have  a  try  from  here.
